Chicago, Mar. 2,—yYesterday saw 
the close of one of the most exciting 
political campaigns Chicago has wit- 
nessed in some years. Tomorrow all 
of the parties will hold direct  pri- 
maries for the nomination of candidates 
for mayor, city treasurer, city clerk and 
members of the board of aldermen.

The five candidates for the mayoralty 
nomination on the Republican side are 
Gharles E. Merriam, John E. Scully, 
John B, Thompson, Tom Murray and 
John F. Smulski. Mr. Merriam is a 
professor at the University of Chicago 
and a member of the board of alder- 
men, As an alderman he was chair- 
man of the commission on city expen- 
ditures, whose investigations into the 
eity administration resulied in the re- 
moval of several city officials in the 
past year, 

John FE, Soully, whose name appears 
second on the ballot, is a member of 
the board of aldermen and an ex- 
perienced politician, The principal 
plank of his platform is opposition to 
the public service corporations. 

John R, Thompson, the third Repub- 
lican aspirant for the mayoralty, is 
known chiefly as the proprietor of a 
string of popular restaurants. He has 
mixed in politics for some years and 
once served a term as county (reasurer. 
In his fight for the mayoralty he has 
the backing of Senator Lorrimer’s chief 
lieutenants, 

The candidaoy of Tom Murray, who 
is fourth on the Republican list, is not 
laken very seriously. Murray is a
